REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


Once more the year is ended and the school board presents 
its annual report: 

At the annual meeting of the school district S. Kate Swin- 
ington was elected a member of school board for three years, 
Alice M. Chase for two years, Ella R. Holt for one year, and 
S. Kate Swinington was elected treasurer for one year. 

School board met and organized as follows: S. Kate Swin- 
ington, chairman; Alice M. Chase, secretary. 

Five schools have been in session during the year. We 
claim that while perfection has by no means been reached 
progress has been made. 

The same teachers have been retained throughout the year, 
Miss Parker teaching Johnson Corner the spring term and 
South fall and winter, and Miss Curtis teaching South the 
spring term and Johnson Corner fall and winter; Miss Tenney, 
Center; Mrs. Woodward, Perham Corner; Miss Whitney, 
Southwest, during the year. 

Our teachers have proven themselves efficient ; the discipline 
has been excellent, and at the same time good will has existed 
between teachers and pupils. 

Our teachers have all been faithful, untiring workers; our 
scholars have, for the greater part, tried to do good work; 
the chairman of the school board has made 26 visits, and the 
other members have not been far behind; we have endeavored 
to find out for ourselves what was being done, and know that 
good progress has been made in some directions at least. 

Botany and drawing have been introduced and proved a 
pleasure as well as a profit. Mrs. Woodward’s pupils took 
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the lead in making wild flower collections, with Miss Parker’s 
following close behind; Miss ‘Tenney’s made a good showing. 
E. Clarabel Swinington made the largest collection, carrying 
one hundred and seventy-eight different wild flowers. Ruby 
Melendy next and Viola Rose third. 

At the exercises which our public days demand our teachers 
and pupils have given us entertainments well worthy the name, 
showing untiring efforts on the part of both; we also have 
been particularly pleased with the high standard of the collec- 
tions chosen. But this is a work-a-day world, and to see just 
what is being done visits unexpected during regular school 
work is the only way to learn what is being done, and we as- 
sure you our regular school work is well worthy your attention. 
We invite all parents and citizens to visit our or rather your 
public schools; we have always noticed that those who visit 
most criticise least; there should be no antagonism or indiffer- 
ence among those who should be loyal supporters. Children 
should never hear adverse criticism. 

Please understand our schools can never be quite a success 
until school board, parents, teachers and pupils work harmo- 
niously and with a will for the best educational interest of the 
scholars who are to make the future citizens of our republic. 

We feel there has been no special reason for the absent and 
tardy marks that deface our school register. Nothing except 
sickness should keep a pupil from school; if a child is per- 
mitted to be tardy be sure the habit will follow it through 
life; we have tried to impress this upon the minds of the 
children, and with the help of parents the habit of punctu- 
ality and perfect attendance could be established. Our public 
school is the principal factor in the success of the future of our 
nation; then do not forget for a moment that the responsibility 
rests in you according to your influence. 

A teachers’ meeting was held in October and was well at- 
tended and interesting, the classes doing remarkably well con- 
sidering it was their first experience in work of that kind. May 
one of these meetings be held every year. 

We are well aware that we have subjected ourselves to criti- 
cism by purchasing what may seem to some a large amount. of 
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supplies, but we have bought nothing that was not needed, 
and omitted to buy some that was needed, such as globes, 
maps, dictionaries, etc. Many of the text-books were past 
use and had to be replaced with new, but our books are 
now in good condition; we sold the unused books, the money 
for which went toward buying new ones.
